Warden Collins took no chances and 


aroused an" army of deputies and trust- 
ies, put the double bars on all the 
entrances to the prison and had the 
entire police force stationed about the 
jail. After waiting until dawn for the 
arrival of the supposed lynchers, the 
officers were dismissed. 


The negro 
was arrested several 


hours earlier for the murder at South 
Bethlehem last night 
of Policeman 


Shuman. The policeman had heard of 
the negro insulting women in a lonely 
section at South Bethelhem and went 
to that quarter to make an investi- 
gation. 
He round Handy and when 


he attempted to place him under ar- 
rest, the negro shot and killed him. 


Policeman McCus found Handy in 


the yard and jumped upon him before, 
he could get. his revolver, which had 
been reloaded, for action. A crowd of 
an.ery men surrounded the prisoner 
and he was badly beaten. 
He was 


rushed to jail in an automobile. 


Today Handy pretends to be ignor- 


ant of the happenings of last night.

Nelson Morris, Millionaire 


Packer, of Chicago, 


is Dead. 


Chicago, 111., Aug. 27.—Nelson Mor- 


ris, the well known packer, of this 
city, died today after an illness of 
several weeks. Mr. Morris was a vic- 
tim of heart disease, complicated with 
kidney trouble. 


Mr. Morris was the founder and 


head of the Nelson Morris company 
and was a man of large wealth. 


Mr. Morris was born in the Black 


Forest, Germany, in 1840. He came 
to this'country when 11 years of age 
landing in. Philadelphia without a 
cent of money. 
His first work was 


in Lakeville, Conn., where he hauled 
coal for ?5.00 per month. Later, he 
worked his way to Buffalo on a ca- 
nal boat and from there walked to 
Chicago. 
He went to work in the 


stock yards here for 
?5.00 per 


month 
the first year. 
His first 


packing house was opened in 1862. 
Ever since that time he has been 
prominent in the packing industry, 
and his fortune at the time of his 
death, was estimated at many mil- 
lions.

and shot her. The bullet entered the 
left breast, and she is fatally hurt. 
A few seconds after the shooting the 
woman's husband appeared, and im- 
mediately began 
the 
running fight 


with Collotto, which finally resulted 
in his capture.

Of the county 
teachers fully a dozen more answered 
to their names than yesterday, which, 
fact demonstrates the popularity o£ 
the speakers. 


The Rev. Sel loffered devotional ex- 


ercises, after which Prof. Mlessner, 
of Connersville, who is a composer 
of much note, gave a very interesting 
talk on "The Importance of the Nota 
Song as an Early Basis for the Study 
of Music." 
Prof. Mlessner believes 


that every child should first be taught 
music by ear and that will help hia 
imitative power a great deal in later 
life. 


Talk On Reading. 


Professor Grawn followed this with' 


a talk on "Reading in the Gramma* 
Grades." That a great deal of read-i 
ing he done 'in the lower or gramma* 
grades, he said, was of supreme 
importance and it was also a fact that 
reading was not as well taught as it 
should be at this time. Dr. Armstrong 
then delivered a talk on, "Elements oi 
Literature" and based them under 
three heads — Intellectual-Formal, 
Emotional and Imaginative. This last 
point he dwelt upon, very strongly and 
showed what a great eHect imagina- 
tion had upon good writing. In thia 
connection he told of how liickena 
created for himself just such a world 
as he was writing 
about 
when ha 


wrote the 
story of 
Paul Dombey. 


Dickens was made to feel that he was 
living with that boy and when, it came 
time for Dickens to have Paul Dom- 
bey die he paced up and 
dow- the 


streets during the night and became 
very much agitated. 
He loved Paul 


as he did his own -on and in writing 
o£ bis death he felt as though he was 
telling of the death of his boy. 
Thus 


the book is more realistic and it is in 
that respect that imagination has a 
great deal to do with good writing. 


Afternoon Session. 


In the afternoon the talks of the 


morning were continued along the 
same general line and Prof. Meissner 
spoke 
of the

The demands 
as to scholarship were greater than 
they used to be. A teacher's scholar- 
ship, he said, should be abundant and 
active. 
In skill he should be well 


versed in all

of 
study and 


should be able to understand the mind 
of the 
child. In spirit a teachei 


•should have proper conception of his 
work and a love for it. He must have 
sympathy 
with 
the 
children 
and 


strive to become endeared to them.

ed to as •'mail-order publications." A 
mail-order publication, as known to 
the 
postofflce 
department, is

which inserts advertising of such a na- 
ture that the advertiser must get the 
resultant business through the mails 
instead c£ by direct contact with pur-

caught alive; to kill them is quite an 
easy matter. Captain Webb's expedi- 
tion started 
from 
Kotsebue Sound. 


His hunters are all Eskimos, for these 
little people are clever at hunting; 
they have grown so trying to catch 
seal. 
When 
they 
discover a seal 


they immediately "look to see in what 
direction the wind is blowing. Then 
they walk toward the seal keeping 
to the leeward, that -the wind may not 
carry any trace of them to the sharp 
scented animal. When they have ar- 
rived within a mile of the seal they 
begin to crouch. The hunter watches 
the seal closely and moves on only 
when the seal's head is down for a 
few minutes of sleep. 


The seal is one of the most wide 


"awake of all creatures. It has the 
habit of throwing up its head every 
few seconds to guard against danger. 


I When its head is down upon the ice 
I its eyes are shut. 
In 
these short 


I periods it is supposed to take all the 
| sleep it ever gets, in naps shorter 
than cat naps. The hunter watches it 
carefully and finally manages to come 
within about 2>~>0 yards of it. 
Then 


he lies flown full length on the ice. 


Now bc-sins the 
fun. The Eskimo 


understands the seal language. 
He 


looks like a seal because his clothes 
are made of sealskin. And he smells 
like a seal because he eats of the 
flesh and oil of the seal. So the seal 
thinks the Eskimo is one of his friends 
or cousins and begins to talk to him. 
This means that it flips up its tail. 
The Eskimo answers in the ?arne way. 
He tosses up his foot, and nt ihp same 
time moves a little forward. The real 
ha? something more to say in a little 
while and throws himself yet a little 
nearer. 


V,'h°n the seal's head is down the 


hunter comes still nearer by dragging 
himself forward on his elbows. This 
sort, of thing continues for some time.

Sandy Hook, Ky., Aug.. 27.—The re: 
port was current here yesterday that 
the case against Elbert Harris, John 
Abner and Bill Britton, 
who are 


charged with the assassination of Dr. 
3. D. Cox in Breathitt county, on April 
L3i 1902, would be dismissed when the 
case was called yesterday afternoon. 
Only six witnesses had arrived. Spe- 
cial" Judge Moody, Beech Hargis, son 
of Judge James Hargis, O. H. Polard 
and W. A. Young, attorneys for the 
defense, were on the "scene. Bill Brit- 
ton was the only one of the accused 
here this morning. 
Commonwealth 


Attorney Waiigh arrived last night, as 
did Judge James Hargis. who aids the 
defense of his brother Elbert, and the 
other defendants. It is believed that 
if dismissal is not made the case will 
be postponed. 
The state asked for a continuance 


of the case of John Abner, Elbert Har- 
gis and Bill Britton because the com- 
monwealth's witnesses are absent and 
that Floyd Byrd and Byrd Jeuett, as- 
sociate counsel, are also absent. W. 
A. Young and O. H. Pollard, counsel 
for the defense, opposed the motion, 
saying all their witnesses were at 
Sa'ndy Hook and anxious for the trial 
to proceed. Judge Moody told the at- 
torneys in the case to prepare 
affi- 


davits and he would take the matter 
under advisement.

Foreman Held as Accessory to Murder 


Which He Investigated. 


Springfield. 111.. Aug. 27.—W. A. 


Jones, a special deputy sheriff • who 
was foreman of the coroners jury 
which investigated the death of An- 
drew Wall Saturday, was arrested yes- 
terday on complaint of Wall's widow 
charged with being an accessory to 
the murder of Wall. The man died 
from the effects of a blow struck by Al 
Loveless, who fled and has not been 
captured. Jefferson Gathard and B. 
Frank Gathard. the owners of the sa- 
loon in which Wall was killed, also 
were arrested on the woman's com- 
plaint as accessories. 


Auburn, lad.. Aug. 27.—Henry 


Link, of this city, in an anicle 
printed in the Courier, talks enter- 
tainingly of some of the pioneer 
highways of DeKalb county, and in- 
cidentally of the historic old Cold- 
water road leading northward from 
Fort Wayne. Mr. Link's article fol- 
lows: 
"The first roads which can proper- 


ly be called roads were laid in 
'lS37; but the first travel was by 
the Indian trails which wound about 
swamps. 
So devious were these 


paths" that it required an expert 
woodsman to pick his way through 
the forest. 
The Fort Wayne and Coldwater 


road" was the first highway laid in 
this country. It had its origin in 
Fort Wayne and entered the county 
at iis southern boundary near the 
center 
of Butler 
township, then 


across the corner of Jackson, across 
Union, Grant, Smlthfield and Frank- 
line townships and through the cen- 
ter of Steuben county in the direc- 
tion of Coldwater, Mich. 


Wesley Park, Cornelius Jetmore 


and Seth W. Murray were the view- 
ers appointed by the commissioners 
the first day of September, 1S37. 
Joseph Miller, surveyor, John Co- 
burn, clerk of board of commission- 
ers. 
Old Indian Trail. 


The distance across the county is 


IS miles but the winding road was 
165S.5 chains or 10 miles and 58 
chains. The road was laid out and 
the date of its completion was Octo- 
ber 7, 1S37. This is the oldest road 
in the country hecause it was an old 
Indian trail. For years it had been 
traveled by the Indians in their jour- 
neys from the lakes ' in Steuben 
county to Fort Wayne, then it was 
the route traveled in going from 
Fort Wayne to Detroit. 


When the first settlers came to 


this county the foot path was well- 
worn below the surface. 
Many a 


great tribe had traversed this path 
to the "Junction of Waters," now 
known as Fort Wayne, then by 
portage across country a short dis- 
tance to the lead waters of the yva- 
bash and down its tranquil waters 
to the foaming Ohio. 
Now how changed. 
The redman 


no more roams those scenes of yore, 
but now roams silently in the great 
spirit 
land. 
White men 
cannot 


realize the change that has come 
over the surface of the country. 
From the mere paths which tracked 
the forests have come roads, paths 
the first hunters, traders and trap- 
pers traveled to the fine maccadam, 
stone or graveled roads of today 
where automobiles speed along at 
forty miles or more an hour. 
Traces of Movmcl Builders. 


The Mound Builders, the prehis- 


toric inhabitants of the past, found 
a thoroughfare of this road, for I 
believe from the natural aspects ot 
the surrounding country its stra- 
tegic value as a direct route to the 
lakes in Steuben county where they 
could obtain a supply of fish for the 
winter, also a few of their mounds 
are along this road. 
The Indians 


found this same natural road a good 
thoroughfare for fast travel and they 
auicklv realized its value. 
9 During the war of 1813 it mus 
have been used and even before this

and

French may have used it m going fij 
secret road to Vincennes or Kaskas- 
kia, though it was a round about 
wav 
It also formed the route for 


General Wagner's scouts to travel 
to Detroit and also to carry secret 
messages in regard to the Indians, 
fthink this road has quite an honor 
all of its own for it is practically 
the oldest road in this county. 


This road .runs through Auburn 


and Waterloo, thus they can lay 
claim as being a one time center of 
the past, or at least where trod the 
foot of man's first civilization. 


Goshen and Defiance Next. 


The next road to be laid across 


the county was the Goshen and De- 
fiance road known herear er as the 
state road. To this road is also as- 
sociated some importance, for over 
Into road some of tho emigran s 
passed for the counties which lie 
west also a few traveled on to the 
northwestern part of the state to 
Illinois 
Iowa and Wisconsin, so 


his formed a highway for these 
hard pioneers, who hewed their waj 
in the world. 
. 
Wesley Park was commissioned 


to view "this route of the proposed 
road 
The survey was completed to 


locate the 8th day of October. 183, 
Joseph Miller was the surveyor, and 
John Coburn was the county clerk 
The whole distance was 22 miles ana 
27 U chains. 
It runs through the 


townships of Richland, Union, Jack- 
son Concord and Newville; crosses 
the St Joseph river near \ienna, 
while 
Twenty-six-Mile 
creek 
is 


crossed three times. 
Auburn is also 


blessed by having this road running 
through, the city.

N"ew York. Aug. 27.—Bids will be opened • 
on September 10 for the biggest bond of- 
fering yet made by the City of New York 
City bonds and corporate stock amounting 
to 540,000.000 and bearing an interest rats 
of 4^i per cent., will be offered to inves- 
tors. 
Wall street did not at first take kindb 
to the prospect of such a heavy demand 
upon its • resources, but reports quickly 
spread that many of the leading financial 
houses had joined in .the organization of 
a syndicate to bid for the entire issue. 
This restored'a feeling of confidence and 
the various attractive features of the is- 
sue received more consideration. 
The 
better tone was at once communicated 
to the stock market and prices advanced 
rapidly and stocks closed strong. 
No definite statement could be obtained 
that the leading bankers had formed a 
syndicate to bid for the issue, but it was 
reported on apparently good authority 
that J. P. Morgan & Co. and other finan- 
cial houses were identified with the plan. 
It was pointed out that the banking in- 
terests realized that a failure of this bond 
sale, after the interest rate had been ad- 
vanced to ,4H Per cent., would be akin to 
disaster. 
For -that reason it was confi- 
dently asserted in many .quarters in the 
financial district that the city loan would 
be a success because, leading, financiers 
realized that it had to be a success. 
The fact that the offering is so large in- 
duced the belief that tlie comprtoiler's of- 
fice bad obtained assurance from banking 
interests, that the securities would be 
taken or'that some arrangrerrieht had been 
made to prevent the sale from being a 
failure. 
The last two sales, one for 529.- 


000,000 .and the other for 515,000,000 worth 
of 4 per cent, bonds, were unsuccessful,

All the facts in the 
case go to show that he killed her 
In a moment of desperation that 
came to him as he.realized he could 
not keep her in the style they had 
grown accustomed to and that he 
was in danger of losing her. 
An- 


drews deserted his wife 
and 
son 


seven years ago and eloped with a 
waitress in his restaurant. 
Later 


he deserted the waitress when he 
met Miss Blaine.

Killed While Writing a Letter. 
The murder 
was a brutal one. 


Miss Blaine, who was goo« looking, 
was shot as she snt at the writing 
desk in roam 342 of the hotel, writ- 
ing 
a 
letter 
to 
Andrews' 
son, 


Charles E. Andrews, Jr., of Elk- 
hart. 
It is supposed that Andrews 


started to dictate the letter. 
It 


broke off suddenly,- as if some dis- 
pute had arisen over the wording. 


Two shots startled the occupants 


of 
the adjoining rooms and 
the 


luncheon parties in the restaurant 
below. 
May Williams, a waitress, 


rushed to the floor of room 342 and 
looked in. She saw Andrews stand- 
ing in the middle of the room, hold- 
ing a smoking revolver in his hand 
and looking at the bent figure of 
Miss Blaine, leaning over 'the writ- 
Ing desk. 


The waitress ran screaming down 


the corridor, 
but before any one 


could get into the room another shot 
came. 
This time it was Andrews 


who toppled over: The servants and 
roomers who crowded into the room 
found Miss Blaine dead. 


Shot Twice Through the Heart. 
She ha.d been shot twice in the 


heart, the weapon 
being held so 


close that he left hand and wrist 
were burned. She did not fall from 
her chair. 
Blood was spattered over 


the desk, and chair, and floor, and 
in the middle of the room Andrews 
lay with his head in another-pool of 
blood. 
Both were dressed fully in 


street clothes. 


While crowds from the street and 


restaurant were pouring into the 
corridors 'and the frantic bellboys 
and servants were attempting to bar 
the way to the. scene of the 'double 
tragedy, the day clerk notified the 
central police station and soon a 
wagon load of detectives and uni- 
formed police cleared the way and 
hurried Andrews to the hospital. 


Manager Hicks made his way to 


the room and assisted the 
police. 


He directed that the body of the 
woman be taken down a rear stair- 
way and through an alley to the am- 
bulance, which carried her to the 
morgue. 
On the way the bearers 


passed the restaurant, where dozens 
of luncheon parties were feasting to 
the sound of gay music, but a paint- 
ed Japanese screen hid the sight, 
from those within. 


Unfinished Letter is Found. 


After the bodies were taken away 


the police began working to solve 
the mystery. 
The first turned to 


the unfinished letter which lay on 
the table, slightly stained with the 
blood of the woman. It was written 
in a firm, feminine hand. 
Part of 


it follows: 
Pear S<"in: ^Ve have been intending to 
write to you on several occasions for the 
past several days, but we have been too 
busy. 
Don't forget to get my mail at 
Elkhart. as you know I have been receiv- 
ing it there." I have sent a receipt there 
from the K. P.: it was spnt there. 


If -you will take a notion to visit Chi- 
cago you will see Ethel and myself. ' Let 
us know when you come. 
Address all 
mail to the general delivery, as there is 
where we get our mail. 
Y\"p are feel- 
ing bum. but you know the reason why— 
last Sunday a week. 
However, I do not 
want it to prey on your mind. 
No%v'be 
a good boy and mind your mother. She 
won't and" can't put you trrong.

Second Elopement by Andrews. 
From various clews the police de- 


cided 
that 
Andrews 
took 
Miss 


Blaine away from her home at. Flora 
or some nearby Town less than two 
months ago, and went with her to 
Los Angeles. 
Andrews was seen 


a month ago in Elkhart. 
He had 


eloped seven years ago with Grace 
Bennett, who had worked 
in 
his 


restaurant. ' He took her to Califor- 
nia and is supposed to have desert- 
ed her there. 
Prior to that elope- 


ment he had lived in Elkhart nearly 
ten years, and was generally re- 
spected. 
His 
wife secured 
a di-

Nebraskan Says Ohio Man 


is Not Firm on Single 


Issue of Politics. 


j 
Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 27.—William J. 


i Bryan's reply to the speech of Secre- 


j tary Taft at Columbus, 0., was given 


j out last night. 


Secretary Taft is condemned as a 


"stradler" on nearly all the important 


j issues and criticised for not taking ad- 
i vanced ground in reform. Mr. Bryan 
i complains, also, that his own position 
i has been misrepresented by the secre- 
Itary. 


Mr. Bryan says: 
"Secretary Tail's 


speech will prove a disappointment to 
those who expected a clear bugle note 
in favor of reform. There is not a 
single question on which he takes a 
strong, advanced position. 


"On the railroad question he is In 


favor of preventing watered stock, op- 
poses the consolidation of competing 
lines and the duplication of derector- 
ates. 
So far, so good; but he does 


not advocate the ascertaining of the 


j value of the roads or tJie reduction of 
rates. He even defends the President 
from the charge of favoring the re- 
ductions made by the states. The rail- 
roads may object 
to 
his rhetorical 


demolition of abuses, but they will 
hardly be scared by his remedies. 


The Trust Question. 


"On the trust question, he thunders 


at unlawful trusts, but not only does 
not recommend new legislation, but 
takes the position that a monopoly 
may not he harmful. Re seems to lean 
toward the idea that it must be con- 
victed of some harmful act—and this 
throws the, burden of proof upon the 
government. 
He recognizes that 're- 


straint is more difficult when one cor- 
poration swallows up a lot of other 
cornorations—that 'it involves enorm- 


ous labor on the part of the govern- 
ment to prosecute such a combination, 
because the proof of the gist of the 
offense lies underneath 
an 
almost 


limitless variety of. transactions,' and 
yet he is opposed to the license system 
which would enable the government 
absolutely to prevent a monopoly. In 
other words, he gives the benefit of 
the doubt to the corporation instead 
of to the people. He thinks that the 
putting of one or two trust magnates 
in the 
penitentiary would 
have a 


healthy effect, but he uses so many 
qualifying words that one is left in 
doubt as to what he really favors. 


"After submitting ?.n argument in 


support of an inheritance tax and a 
graduated increased income tax, he 
concludes by saying that he is not in 
favor of adopting either of them now. 
At some future time he may adopt 
them if they are needed. 


Government by Injunction. 


"He comes out strong in favor of 


government by injunction, but does hot 
take any position on arbitration and 
election of senator? by the people.
